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LOCAL FARM LABOR 
WORKER APPOINTED 


Appointment of John W. 
Benton to work in Coffee 
County and assist farmers in 
getting help they need for 
production and harvesting 
this year is announced by 
County Agent Hugh D. Sex- 
ten, His work will be under 
the supervision of the coun- 
ty agent and by authority of 
a recent act of Congress to 
attain maximum production 
and harvesting on farms un- 
til this war is won. 

Mr. Benton was selected 
after a careful study of the 
work to be done. He will 
start by ascertaining from 
farmers the help they need, 
what for, and when, At the 
same time he is contacting 
people who are available 
for farm work now or in the 
future, including tenants 
and croppers. 

The county agent declar- 
ed that food is the No. one 
essential in a war. “To win 
battles armies must be well 
fed and food comes from 
farms,” he said. To pro- 
duce this food farmers must 
have enough help, plus land, 
eauipment, feed and fertili- 
Zer, 

Consequently, people who 
work on farms in producing 
and saving food are in war 
service. The demand _ for 
food is increasing almost 
daily. Further increases are 
expected as war progresses 
and more people abroad 
turn to the United States 
for their daily bread. 

With more able bodied 
men being called into the 
armed service and into war 
industries, farming must de- 
pend more and more on the 
women and children on the 
farms and in towns and cit- 
ies, Already many non-farm 
people are doing satisfactory 
farm work. 

All farmers who want 
help are urged to fill out 
and return the question- 
naire which is being mailed 
to them.

Stamps 15 and 16 in War 
Ration Book 1 are valid 
now and will be until Octo- 
ber 81, 1943, for 5 pounds 
of sugar each for home can- 
ning.

Local boards 
may grant up to 15 pounds 
of sugar to persons who 
need more than 10 pounds 
for home canning.

1943 LEGUME SEED 
PURCHASE PROGRAM 


Coffee “ County farmers 
are urged by Mr. M. F. Me- 
Collough, Chairman, AAA 


county committee, to har- 
vest and sell as much seed 
us possible from the pas- 
ture and winter legume 
crops grown on their farms 
this year. 

In addition to the seed 
purchase program  plan- 
ned for this year the War 
Food Administration has re- 


cently announced a_ pro- 
gram for the purchase of 
several other varieties of 


pasture and legume seed in 
an effort to make available 
sufficient quantities of seed 
to meet wartime demands 
for increased acreages of 
forage crops. Among the 
varieties of seed grown and 
to be purchased in Coffee 
County is blue lupine, 

Mr. McCollough said far- 
mers harvesting seed from 
the pasture and legume 
crops grown on the farms 
will be well paid for their 
efforts since the AAA will 
purchase them for the ac- 
count of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation at from 
5 to 65 cents a pound de- 
pending upon the type and 
grade offered for sale. 

Farmers were also. re- 
minded by Mr. McCollough 
that there is an AAA con- 
servation practice payment 
of $3.00 per acre up to two 
acres or two per cent of the 
cropland, whichever is the

PETER COMFORTS PERSE- 
CUTED CHRISTIANS 
LESSON TEXT—I Peter 3:13-17; 4:12: 
16; 5:6-10, 
GOLDEN TEXT—For it is better, if the 
will of God be so, that ye suffer for well: 


doing, than for evil-doing,—I Peter 3:17, 


What shall we do? Where shall we 


turn? Is there no help for us? Such 


are the natural and understandable 


cries of those who bear the heavy 
heartbreak of persecution, God's 
Word has the answer, for from the 
very beginning the followers of 
Christ have had to meet that prob: 
lem, 

Peter is especially the apostle of 
comfort, and the portion now before 
us is rich in helpful instruction, His 
word to persecuted people is five: 
fold, 

I. Do Not Be Afraid—Christ Is 
Lord (8:138-17), 


By doing good the Christian will 
escape much suffering (vy, 13), but 
if even then it comes, he is not to 
be afraid (v. 14). He is to sanctify 
Christ in his heart, that is, fully 
recognize the holiness of Christ and 
all that He is and can do for him, 
This is to be done in his heart. That 
means the exercise of full faith in 
Christ the Lord as the indwelling 
Presence, Who then can be afraid? 

Note that this is not just a sub. 
jective spiritual exercise for his own 
enjoyment—it will show in his ‘good 
manner of life in Christ’? which wil] 
put his persecutors “to shame” (v, 
16), How effectively that has worked 
only recently in Germany, Norway 
and elsewhere, 


II. Do Not Be Surprised—the En. 
emy Will Attack (4:12, 13), 


Surprise attack is effective, Re. 
member Pearl Harbor! Satan is an 
expert in strategy, and is eager tc 
keep Christians in an easy and com: 
fortable mood, so that he may strike 
a vicious blow when it is not ex: 
pected. We best prepare to meet 


him when we recognize that perse: |. 


cution and suffering will come. 

We are to bear in mind that it Is 
not some ‘‘strange thing’’ which has 
happened; we who suffer as Chris. 
tians are ‘‘partakers of Christ's suf: 
ferings."" Joy and glory are ahead, 

NI, Do Not Be Ashamed—You 
Suffer for Christ (4:14-16). 


Sadness and depression rest upon 
the one who suffers for his own evil 
deeds, but those who suffer for 
Christ's sake may be ever rejoicing. 
Can you not see that “the spirit of 
glory and the Spirit of God” are 
resting (v. 14) even now on some 
who sit in prisons and concentra: 
tion camps? What a glorious pic- 
ture of His grace! 

It is proper to observe here that 
the believer is not to be guilty of 
that which justly brings the law's 
condemnation (v. 15). Do not fail to 
note the last of the list of crimes— 
“meddler in other men's matters.” 
Has not just that caused endless 
trouble in the church, and harmed 
its testimony before the world? 
Let’s quit meddling! 

IV. Do Not Worry—He Careth for 
You (5:6, 7). 

Worry! Worry! How it does crowd 
itself into our thinking. Yes, we 
know we are Christians, that we are 
unjustly accused or persecuted, that 
we are suffering for Christ's sake. 
That's all true, but how is it all com- 
ing out? What about my family? 
Will they harm my children? If 1 
do survive will I be able to start life 
anew? And so on—questions with- 
out end; and soon comes the corrod- 
ing touch of worry. 

What shall we do? The answer is 
plain, Cast all your care on Christ 
—‘‘He careth for you” (v. 7), That 
takes an act of faith just as it does 
to become a Christian in the first 
place, but it works. 

The cure for all anxiety is right 
there—but it can only be reached 
by the path of humility, ‘Humble 
yourselves” (v. 6): There is the 
gateway to comfort, and. to true 
exaltation in God’s own good time 
(cf. Jas. 6:4-10). 

Y. Do Not Waver—God Is Your 
Strength (5:8-10). 

Steady, perfected, established in 
Christ, sure of his eternal destiny 
and with the eyes of faith seeing the 
glory to come—such is the man who 
is ready and able to meet the devil 
when, like a roaring lion, he seeks 
to disturb and devour God's people. 
The believer should be ready and 
equipped. 

That does not mean that the Chris- 
tian sits with his hands folded wait- 
ing in a fatalistic way for the in- 
evitable to happen. Never! He is ‘‘on 
the alert’ with his spiritual ears at- 
tuned to hear the approach of the 
enemy's ‘‘bombers.” He is “sober 
and watchful” against the “roaring 
lion” (v. 8). 

Satan is unusually busy in our 
day. Alert Christian people see his 
deadly onslaughts on their breth- 
ren, which are possibly more severe 
now than for many years. He is 
seeking to break them down physi- 
cally, mentally and spiritually, to 
make them fearful, to make them 
timid about work for Christ, to limit 
their usefulness, and to steal from 
them their victorious assurance, He 
is busy—let us be alert against him.

NOME.—Down out of the moun- 
tains, wolves are threatening the 
wartime food supply of the Alaskan 
Arctic, 

In less than 10 years, the wolves 
have 


mals to 170,000 and still are slashing 
at the herds forming this region's 
one food supply which still would 


be available in case of isolation or 


invasion of the territory, 

J. Sidney Rood, director of the 
U. S. Reindeer service at Nome, 
said in an interview recently: 


“Wolves are solely responsible for 


the depletion of the reindeer, They 
have accomplished this by two meth- 


ods—direct, bloody attacks on the 


herds and constant pursuit of the 
animals so that they are driven 
away from their food supply and 
starve,” 

The threat to the reindeer became 
of paramount importance to this 
area with the declaration of war. 
Reindeer meat always has been a 
winter staple for such towns as 
Nome, Kotzebue, Teller, Wainwright 
and Point Barrow, all unreach- 
able by ship during the winter 
months, With the influx of war 
workers, the demand was greatly 
increased, 

Should the territory be cut off for 
apy reason from the continental 
United States, reindeer meat might 
be the only food supply for these 
civilians and for any army units in 
this part of Alaska. Just for nor- 
mal needs, the army this year or- 
dered more than 100,000 pounds of 
reindeer to supplement other meat 
supplies. 

There is no immediate danger of 
a shortage of reindeer meat this 
winter, unless even local transporta- 
tion should fail, 


Want More Flour Used 


To Ease Wheat Surplus 
WASHINGTON. — The United 
States has one food which agricul- 
ture department officials wish they 
could advise consumers to hoard. 
That is wheat flour, 

Supplies of wheat are so large 
that farmers are having difficulty 
in finding storage space. 

Recently several members of con- 
gress from midwestern wheat states 
asked Secretary Wickard to appeal 
to housewives to buy and store ex- 
tra large quantities of flour in their 
pantries, It was argued that such 
action would help relieve the grain 
storage situation. 

Mr, Wickard thought well of the 
suggestion. But before doing any- 
thing about it he asked specialists 
in his department if such home stor- 
age was feasible. They told him it 
was not, except for sections of the 
country where the weather was espe- 
cially dry and cool. 

Flour, it was explained, was sub- 
ject to deterioration through mold 
and insects. 

Disappointed, the secretary limit- 
ed his appeal to a request that 
housewives do more home baking or 
use more bakery products,

INTENTIONS FOR 1943 
INCENTIVE PAYMENTS 


The Coffee County office 
of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Agency was notified 
this week that in order for 
farmers to be eligible for in- 
centive payments on the 
1943 erop of Irish potatoes 
and fresh vegetables it is 
necessary that a statement 
of intention to participate 
be filed prior to July 1, ac- 
cording to Mr. F. L. Don- 
aldson, County Administra- 
tive Officer. 

Present plans are that 
copies of “Intention to Par- 
ticipate’ will be mailed 
within the next few days to 
the operator of each farm 
(1) for which an Irish po- 
tato or vegetable goal was 
established, (2) who _ indi- 
‘ated on his farm plan sheet 
that he intended to plant 
more than 2.7 acres of ei- 
ther Irish potatoes or vege- 
tables, and (3) the opera- 
tor of each farm on which 
there may be planted more 
than 2.7 acres of either 
irish potatoes or vegetables. 

This form, which requires 
only the signature of the 
1948 farm operator, need 
not be returned to the coun- 
ty Office in person but it 
may be either mailed to the 
county AAA office or deliv- 
ered to the farmer’s com- 
munity committeeman, 

Incentive payments will 
be made on Irish potatoes at 
the rate of 50 cents on each 
bushel of the farm normal 
yield on the acreage plant- 
ed in excess of 90 per cent 
of the farm goal up to 110 
per cent of the goal. The 
incentive payment for vege- 
tables is $50 per acre in ex- 
cess of 90 per cent. of the 
farm goal up to 110 per 
cent of the goal. 

“These payments will be 
made to Coffee County far- 
mers at the same time they 
receive their regular 1943 
AAA payments,” Mr. Don- 
aldson explained, “but it is 
necessary that every farm 
operator file the copy of his 
‘Intention to Participate’ 
before July 1; unless he does 
payment cannot be made to 
him even though his farm 
might otherwise have earn- 
ed an incentive payment.”

CULLING FARM FLOCK 
INCREASES EGG OUTPUT 


to 


Auburn, Ala.— Removing 
non-producers is one of the 
most effective ways of main- 
taining high egg produc- 
tion and making the farm 
flock profitable, says John 
Ivey, extension poultryman, 
Arab eany 

Culling reduces feed cosi 
and increases production. 
Culling of poultry of every 
age should be a continuous 


process because diseased, 
crippled or otherwise un- 
profitable birds should be 


removed from the flock as 
they are detected. At least 
once each year and possibly 
twice the entire flock should 
be caught and culled syste- 
matically. The best times 
for these cullings are (1) 
January and February when 
egg prices drop considera- 
bly, and (2) August to Oc- 
tober when mature hens 
are mostly out of production 
and one must make room 
for a new pullet crop. 


FARMERS URGED TO 
SAVE CLOVER SEED 


Auburn, Ala.— Farmers 
with white and hop clovers 
can increase their acreage 
by allowing them to mature 
and harvesting the seed, J. 
C. Lowery, agronomist for 
the Alabama Extension Ser- 
vice, points out. 

White clover produces 
seed throughout the spring 
and summer months but 
should be harvested when 
the largest amount of seed 
is available. This is usually 


in June. Cut when the 
greater part of the heads 
are brown and. dry. Most 


white clover seed is harvest- 
ed by cutting with a mow- 
er. Seed for home use can 
be saved by cutting the 
plants and scattering them 
over the area to be planted. 

Lowery declared that hop 
clover is ready to harvest 


when the seed is mature 
and before shattering oc- 
curs. It can be harvested 


in the same manner as white 
clover.

APPLY NITROGEN FOR 
BIGGER CORN YIELDS 


Auburn, Ala.—A tremen- 
dous increase in the number 
of hogs on farms and the 
decrease in corn acreage in 
most sections make it more 
important . than ever that 
Alabama farmers sidedress 
corn with nitrate of soda 
this spring, advises W. W. 
Cotney, assistant extension 
agronomist. 

Corn that follows winter 
legumes, “hogged-off’’ pea- 
nuts, or cotton that was well 
fertilized needs no fertiliz- 
ing at planting time, but 
should be sidedressed with 
225 pounds of nitrate of so- 
da 35 days after planting.

per acre for each dusting. 
Kepeat every 4 or 5 days 
until weevils are controlled. 
If poison is washed off with- 
in 24 hours after dusting, 
repeat the application, Con- 
trary to common belief, the 
use of poison is most profi- 
table in rainy season. : 

After the cotton crop is 
set it is usually necessary to 
apply one or two applica- 
tions of poison to protect 
young bolls. This would 
make five to seven applica- 
tions per season. 

Dust can-be applied any 
time of day or night when 
air is quiet. It is not neces- 
sary for the cotton plant to 
be wet when poison is ap- 
plied. 

Experiments in many 
states over many years with 
pre-square poisoning has 
not proved profitable. There- 
fore, it is not recommended. 
This includes mopping with 
sweet poison and all other 
pre-square poisoning.
